He has had three fights in 
a year and each fight saw him improving. Dempsey has been fight-

soundest method for him to pursue. 
If he intends laying off for another eight months or a year 
“before tackling another opponent, I doubt if he will come up to | 


last Tunney fight in measure of effectiveness. 

Dempsey must keep his hands in by actual fighting. 

Buffalo wants him to fight Slattery this winter. It would he a 
good match for Jack. It would be more experience against a fast, 
speedy boxer, and besides sharpening Dempsey’s speed it would for- 
tify his defense against a smart left hand. 

Dempsey’s chance of a Come-back later on depends eutirely on 
his mode cf living. If he will observe a modified training routine, 
with an eetval scrap this winter, he should be b:ttere a vear from 
now thax be was in the ring at Chicago. 

If he fails to do these things, I for one, would prefer to see him 
retire definitely. He is at the crossroads of his pugilistic career and 
whether he takes the high road or low road is entirely up‘to him. 

SPORT ON UNSOUND BASIS 

There is one thing certain in connection with prize-fighting. To 
servive the attacks of reformers, who are justified in some of their 
complaints, the game must return to a saner level. 

The prices charged for ringside seats that are ringside only in 
name; the purses paid the fighters and the huge profits have com- 
"ined to build a foundation as unsound as that which prevaHled be- 
fore the Miami real estate havoc. 

The “public-be-damned” attitude, while productive of tremendous 
profits, is poor insurance against the future.

“Suckers,” you may characterize those who bought such seats, butt 
that is not solving the problem. Such seats should not be placed on | 
gale. The public should protect against itself, all else failing. 

I earnestly hope that Tex Rickard takes steps to avert wrecking 
a sport that is unusually responsive to the controlling touch. 

The brutality has gone from it and refinements of thought and 
action have replaced objectionable features. This is constructive. Op- 
posed to this we find the tendency to bilk the public growing at 
‘1a prodigious rate.
